V. — Signs. The Greeks had no letter like the Latin or 
i?«rri;sh ^, but thcy had a sign ' which served instead. 
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Thus wpa was pronounced /lo/a, and the sign is always ' 
so written over the vowel to which it belongs. This sign 

is called spiritus asper, or rough breathing, n is the only 

consonant with which it is used, and when n begins a word 

it is never without it. If the vowel i; begins a word it has 
always this sign. 

The sign ' simply marks the absence of the spiritus 
asper. 



DECLENSION OF SUBSTANTIVES AND ADJECTIVES.

The nominative case must never be confounded with the 
stem.
